Way in first and second speeds 
and te augment the performance 
standards of the heavier sedan 
models. Hydraulic shock absorb- 
ers have been added as standard 
equipment and there is also a 
centralized chassis lubrication sys- 
tem.

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CAR SALES DROP 
IN WASHINGTON 


Total for Six Months 
21,398 as Against 
24,506 a Year Ago 


By D. M. TREPP 
EATTLE, WASH, July 21.—The 
first half of this month wit- 
nessed a falling off in new car 
sales, compared to a year ago, es- 
pecially in western Washington, 
while tine harvest season also held 
back sales in the central and 
eastern part of the state, since the 
growers were too busy to do auto- 
mobile shopping. 

But this crop, with prices good, 
presages good business the balance 
of the year. 

Registrations for the first 
months of this year amounted to 
21,398, as compared with 24,506 for 
the same period of last year. 

The market is still disturbed by 
the uncertainty of what the new 
Ford models will be: like. 

Figures compiled for the first 
eight-day period. This county led 
county by the Motor List Company 
show the most radical drop of the 
year. This comes, too, on top of 
quite a spurt during the closing days 
of June. 

July, 1927, eight days, found a 
total of 260 new car registrations in 
King (Seattle) county, compared 
to 418 a year ago during the same 
eight-day period. This county lead 
the state again in June, 1927, with 
905. Spokane was a strong second 
with 416, far ahead of Tacoma, usu- 
ally a close rival for second honors, 
Pierce (Tacoma) county’s total be- 
ing but 297, Grays Harbor, in the 
heart of the lumber district, showed 
some real life with 178, and Sno- 
homish, another lumber and indus- 
trial section, followed with 167. 

Chevrolet won top honors in the 
State with ease, totaling 746, and 
Ford placed second with 566. Other 
leaders for June follow: Buick, 
247; Chrysler, 203; Essex, 229; Nash, 
124; Overland-Whippet, 175; Pon- 
tiac, 182; Star, 133; Studebaker, 
168, and Willys-Knight, 99. 

While the totel for June was 
3,576, or about 20 per cent. under 
May, a few of the leaders plunged 
ahead of their May figures. Dodge 
increased from 197; Buick was about 
the same; Essex had 252; Chrysler, 
230, while Pontiac increased from 
177. Studebaker went from 156 in 
May to 158 in June. 

June of this year was approx- 
imately 20 per cent. under 1926, 
when new car registrations were 
4,382 in Washington. 

However, those who are keeping 
an ear to the ground expect to see 
the last six months of this year ex- 
ceed the business of the final half 
of 1926. This is true not only of the | 
automotive industry but of business | 
in general in this state. Excellent 
basic crop and industrial conditions 
are responsible for this prediction.

ENRY FORD’S recent announcement that the tradi- 
tional Model T line, manufactured for so many years 

by his company, is to be superseded by a different car has 
been received with somewhat mixed feelings by the great 
family of Ford drivers. 

Of course, the great public will welcome the new Ford 
with open arms. Many owners may be persuaded to drive 
Ford cars, now that these are to be equipped with gearsets, 
it being assumed that the gearset construction will be found 
in the new model. The driving public as a whole has been 


educated to the use of the shifter lever and could not be 
induced to learn to “drive with its feet,” as it had to do with 
the old Model T. . 

On the other hand, there is a definite class which has 
become accustomed to the planetary transmission, which likes 
its traffic mobility and will steadfastly refuse to learn to 
handle a lever in making speed changes. Many of the old- 
timers are not going to forgive Mr. Ford for depriving them 
of their Model T’s. 

An interesting sidelight on this situation was obtained 
last week in an announcement from W. J. Morgan, the Ford 
dealer at Newark, N. J., who telegraphed Mr. Ford as fol- 
lows: “Believing in the great merit of the Model T and the 
continued demand for same, would like to arrange with the 
Ford Motor Car Company to have it manufactured or assem- 
bled in a new factory to be built at Port Newark. Cars could 
be built under Ford supervision, through purchase of Ford 
patents, or if necessary from Ford material. Newark people 
to finance proposition.” 

There is no doubt that for some time to come there will 
be a demand for Model T’s. This demand will gradually 
diminish and finally disappear, but it is unquestionably going 
to exist for a while. In his announcement of the coming of 
the new car, Mr. Ford seemed to indicate his appreciation 
of this situation and perhaps he is making preparations to 
meet any “overhang’’ demand for the Model T.

Highway Investment 

N A RECENT meeting in Stockholm, John N. Willys told 
his Swedish hosts a lot of interesting things about high- 
way building in this country and about the economic effect 
of a comprehensive road system on our national life. ‘‘Amer- 
ica did not build roads because of its wealth,” said Mr. 
Willys, “but in a major degree it is wealthy because it built 

roads.” 

This may perhaps have been new doctrine to the Swedes, 
and it is something which we in this country will do well to 
bear constantly in mind. Highways are an investment, not 
an expense. Furthermore, there is no other form of invest- 
ment which brings such an immediate return on the money 
expended. There is never a highway built that does not 
repay its cost, beginning with the very day it is thrown open 
to traffic, in increased property values, production, employ- 
ment and lowered transport costs. 

It is this inevitable characteristic of highways that 
makes their construction by money raised through bond 
issues a sound economic development. The tremendous 
expense of revamping city streets to meet modern traffic 
needs has deterred communities from attempting the com- 
prehensive remaking that is necessary, but it is quite prob- 
able that the increased efficiency and safety of remade city 
streets would pay even the stupendous cost of construction. 

We may put it down as an axiom that money spent in 
the construction of permanent highways, no matter how 
costly they may bé, is never wasted.

Many replacement and _ service 
men looked askance at the tendency 
of educating the motorist to the 
point of buying a new car every 
year if possible, and if that can’t be 
done, at least a car in two years. 
They claim that this policy bene- 
fits no one except him who sells 
new cars. 

This is absolutely wrong. The 
one-year or two-year car idea is 
fully as beneficial to the replace- 
ment and service business as to the 
organizations selling new vehicles. 
I personally believe it benefits us 
fellows even more than the new 
car dealers. Here is the reason why.

junked. The fact is that your new 
car sales, in nine cases out of ten, 
involve the trade-in of a used auto- 
mobile, and this old car, in another 
90 per cent. of the cases, is in turn 
sold to some one who runs it, 
usually until it dies on its wheels. 

Now what does this mean? Ob- 
viously, if it means anything, that 
automobiles are generally kept on 
the highways, to say nothing of the 
byways, as long as they have life in 
them. Meanwhile, each year brings 
worthwhile improvements in new 
cars, more especially in the lower 
price ranges, where ever greater 
value is offered to car buyers for 
their dollars. 

The buyer of a used car, however, 
is far from inclined from eating the 
smoke of the new babies, or younger 
sons, if you like, If he is any kind
